One  of  the  foremost  scholar*  of 
America  i*  Bev.  I#.  L.  Paine.  Ih  Ih. 
whom'cupies  therhairot  F.cdesins 

tieul  History  in  the  Congregational 
Theological  Seminary  at  [Bangor. 
Maine.  Some  years  ago  a visitor  at 
the  anniversary  of  that  institution, 
wa*  eonfuiindeo  to  hear 'the  state- 
ment made  without  contradiction  in 
the  examination  of  tin*  class  in 
Church  History,  that  immersion  was 
the  primitive  mode  «*t  baptism.  He 
put  the  inquiry  publicly  through, 
the  Portland  Christian  Mirror 
whether  that  wa*  tlu*  teaching  ot 
the  Professor,  if  it  wa*  the  truth,  a 
good  deal  of  argument  against  the 
Baptists  must  he  given  up.  Prof. 
Paine  replied  with  admirable  spirit 
in  the  issue  of  that  paper  for  August
